If you 
are ready to do business please write to me at the following address.

You must inform me one week ahead of time, so I can arrange to fly to 
Bangkok, then to Songkhla to meet with you. In case I can not sake it, 

I will send my partner to meet with you. Attached is one half Bath, 

(Thai currency). If I send my partner to see you he will have the other 
half Baht so you can compare the serial number.
